He has found that if two or 
more portraits of different individuals 
uiiiler exactly the same conditions are 
superimposed, the features, if not abso- 
lutely dissimilar, will blend together and 
fonn an idealized portrait, which may be 


w< II soen when the image is thrown on a 
m isjic lantern screen. The peculiarities 
in (he features of any class of individuals 
are thus concentrated, as it were, in one 
ideal picture. Mr. Gallon believes that 
composite photographs may prove valua- 
ble for producing a standard physiog- 
nomy of diseases. Portraits of a number 
of consumptive persons were combined, 
ami it was remarkable how a certain aver- 
age of faces was almost identical. In a 
vai iety of what he called typical port- 
raits, Mr. Gallon showed that the indi- 
viduality of each class of persons rep- 
resented was strongly brought out and 
idealized. He thought composite pho- 
tographs might be put to an interesting 
use in the production of family likenesses. 
The results obtained are really surpris- 
ing. 


—M. Fauvel, of the Paris muncipal 


laboratory, has discovered a hitherto un- 
suspected source of danger to infants. 
Tlie milk which is seldom thoroughly 
cleansed from the glass and rubber tnbes 
of the feeding apparatus undergoes an 
alteration, and produces a microscopic 
vegetable growth in a short time.

For some three hours about mid- 
day, if one looked in the direction of the 
sun, there would be seen, at a little dis- 
t mce above the ground, multitudes of 
small bodies like snowflakcs flitting past, 
appearing and vanishing instantaneously.

Everywhere in Continental Europe there 


is a contempt for and an oppression of 
women. Everywhere there is laid on her 
the mental drudgery that must be done, 
but which men will not assist in doing, 
nor for tho performance of which will 
they provide mechanical appliances as 
American men do. Everywhere she is 
robbed of a proper compensation for her 
labor. But Germany, the land of litera- 
ture, science, scholarship, music, art, cul- 
ture—to whose universities we send our 
sons for thorough mental equipment—the 
land that boasts of its advanced civil- 
ization—this Germany leads in mean 
treatment of women, and lias a preemi- 
nence in that kind of civilization which 
leaves nothing undone to exalt man, but 
is content to regard and treat woman as 
a serf. 


The country was iu the perfection of 


its midsummer beauty as we journeyed 
through it. But I could not enjoy its 
beauty, for here, as in Virginia years and 
years ago, women were forced into em- 
ployments unsuited to them, degraded to 
extreme menial service, and robbed of all 
that makes life worth living to a woman. 


Eight-tenths of all the agricultural 


laborers were women. They were hoeing 
the immense sugar-beet fields, or, on their 
hands and knees, weeding where a hoe 
could notbesafely used. Staggering under 
heavy loads of manure, which they brought 
from a distant place of deposit, they dis- 
tributed it as it was needed. They were 
mowing, raking, pitching the hay on carts 
or loading it as it was pitched. 
They 


were reaping and stacking the grain in 
the fields, or bearing it home on their 
heads and shoulders, which had been so 
loaded that we scrutinized long and closely 
before we discovered the motive power of 
the peripatetic grain stacks matching 
away. In the fields where the first crop 
had been removed, women were driving 
the ox or cow to plough—for we saw no 
ploughing with a yoke of oxen—or the 
ox or cow was dispensed with, and one 
woman drew the plough while another 
held it. 


If there was extra hard work to be 


done, loaded carts to be hauled away, or 
heavy wheelbarrow loads removed, the 
work was assigned to women, who bent 
themselves to the task with patient and 
persistent energy, while men looked on, 
smoking their eternal pipes, without so 
much as lifting a finger in help. Scantily 
dressed, generally bareheaded in the blaz- 
ing sun, quite as often bare-footed and 
bare-legged, they were bronzed in com- 
plexion, thin of flesh, bent and inelastic 
in figure, without joy iu their work, or 
hope in their faces. 


For the work of a day, twelve hours 


long, when these women board themselves 
they are paid an average of '25 cents. 
When they are boarded by their employ- 
ers, their wages average 10 and 12 cents 
a day. 
Men doing the same work, work- 


ing side by side with these women, 
receive nearly twice as much. Hard as 
is this farm work, women prefer it to 
house service, when they have the strength 
for it—as the great majority of house- 
servants work for board and clothing, and 
very meagre board and clothing at that. 


When we went to the German cities we 


saw what was more rcpcllant! Women, 
bare-footed, or wearing modern clogs, wei e 
at work everywhere in the streets, with 
brooms of rods, and stiff brushes, with 
hoes and shovels aud hand-carts, direct- 
ing the floods of the gutters, clearing 
them of debris, shovelling it into carts, 
and repairing whatever damage the heavy 
rain had wrought. 


We took an early drive through Munich 


before the city had awakened. Early as 
was the hour, the sun only just touching 
the lips of the majestic Bavaria, women 
were astir everywhere. They were col- 
lecting the offal and refuse from houses and 
stores; sweeping yesterday's dirt from the 
streets into piles, which other women 
shoveled into handcarts; clearing the 
tracks of the train-cars from obstructions 
harnessed into baker's and milk carts, and 
distributing their supplies to their cus- 
tomers; scrubbing the floors of shops; 
moving in all directions to prepare for the 
business of the day, that men might not 
only find their breakfast ready, on rising, 
but the streets and the shops in tidiness 
and order. 


Wandering among the architectural 


wonders of Vienna, where everything old 
and ugly is being displaced by modern 
and beautiful structures, we halted beside 
a magnificent building in process of erec- 


ion, to study its design. Immediately, 
we came upon women mixing mortar,and 
ar above us, at a dizzy height, saw other 
ivomen climbing ladders bearing on their 
leads and shoulders hods of brick, stone 
and mortar, for the use of masons. 


We s,pent a day in the picture gallery 


at Dresden ; I stepped out on the street, 
and found myself launched in a stream of 
women, all bending under the loads of 
the baskets strapped to their backs, each 
of which is made to carry sixty pounds. 
Some were young, but many were past 
middle age, and some were white-haired,

With four high wheels she would 
not have got off so easily.—New York 
Evening Pout. 


There is a very pretty story told how a 


lovely Jewess in a Russian town saved her 
property and her life during the recent 
attacks upon the Jews. A great, hulk- 
ing ruffian entered her shop and brought 
a loaf of bread. After swallowing a cou- 
ple of inouthfuls, he threw himself on the 
ground outside the shop poor, and began 
to howl piteously that he was poisoned— 
the Jews had poisoned him. Of course, 
an infuriated crowd instantly assembled, 
and it would have fared ill with our Jew- 
ess if she had not dashed out of the shop, 
and, snatching the bread- out of the im- 
poster's hands, begun to eat in sight of 
them all. The crowd stopped, thunder- 
struck ; then a broad grin dawned on 
every countenance; therf one of them 
called out to her : "Alosha, lend me your 
knout, will you?"

They buy their own equipment of fire 
costume and tin water-pail, and at stated 
times are drawn up in line before the dis- 
trict inspector, to go through a drill and 
sham fire, to test their efficiency. 
In 


short there is no sort of menial work that 
is not done by German women and Aus- 
trian women as well. I have seen them 
sawing and splitting wood on the streets 
and then carrying it on their backs up 
several stories into houses. 
I have seen 


them moulding brick; unloading freight 
cars at depots; building the road-beds ol 
railroads; getting stone out of quarries; 
yoked with dogs, cows and oxen, pulling 
heavy loads along the highways; making 
and mending the roads: repairing the 
embankments of canals; dredging rivers 
and small streams for the sake of the 
fertilizing mud; doing any drudgery that 
men are glad to be rid of. 


The German universities, to which we 


send our sons, each of which numbers its 
students by thousands and its eminent 
professors by hundreds, are not for Ger- 
man women. Hardly is a " higher educa- 
tion for women" thought ef in Germany 
The German woman is completely subor- 
dinate to the German man, who treats 
her as his intellectual inferior, and evi- 
dently so regards her. 
He is willing shi

Many inquiries arc made daily of the 


postmaster respecting business schemes, 
the virtues of medicines, and as to the 
character of men who are about to marry 
in some distant place. 
These the post- 


master can hardly reply to, except on his 
own personal knowledge or that of some 
one of his trusted subordinates. One 
letter came inquiring "if—— had agood 
paying gambling saloon, us be is courting 
my daughter, and be says he has." 
The 


postmaster responded mildly that ho did 
not know. It was too delicate an inquiry 
to go into where the future happiness of 
two human beings may have been at 
stake. 


There is,"' said Mr. Gayler, "a big 


correspondence cnrried on under cover of 
the postmaster. 
For instance, persons 


who may want to perpetuate a joke or 
start a scandal will often write a letter 
from some other town dating it New 
York and addressing it to the proposed 
victim in that town. Then they will in- 
close the letter, enveloped, addressed and 
stamped, to the postmaster here, with a 
request that it will be posted. That se- 
cures the New York postmark on it, which 
is what is wanted, and of course shuts sus- 
picion away from the actual sender, while 
it increases the mystery. But under the 
regulations all such letters have ;\ special 
mark put on them which greatly disturbs 
the sender's expectations. 
Each one re- 


ceives an extra mark which reads thus 
'Mailed at 
under cover to Post- 


master, New York.' This," continued 
Mr. Gaylur, "rather gives away the sen- 
der, especially as lie is apt to cure little 
about concealing his handwriting when 
the supposed postmark will help so much 
to hide him. Some days ago I sent one 
of these to, sxy, John Smith, in Pough- 
keupsic, with our .special mark on it, and 
in less than three days I saw that John 
Smith had been on a regular horse- 
whipping excursion around that beautiful 
city. 


"Then there are a great many letters 


which come under co\ er for the very rich 
men or noted philanthropists, like Gould 
Y.mdurbilt or George I. Keney. The wri- 
ter does not know the full address, and 
requests the postmaster to fill it in. This 
of course is always done if the stamps are 
on the envelope. The letters may be beg- 
ging letters or threatening letters for all 
we know. 
All we have to sxy is, has the 


envelop got the stamps on ' 
But, of 


course, these inclosed letters must also 
bear our postmark, and so 1 suppose Van- 
derbilt, Gould and Sency are often per- 
plexed to find a letter postmarked, "New 
fork," mid dated out in California or 
lown in Georgia. Sometimes I suppose 
cry innocent letters are set down as 
rauds by these gentlemen, because there 
ppears to be some sham in the date."

A gathering of the clan Van Horn 


was held last Thursday evening in 
Philadelphia. 
There were Van Horns, 


Vanhorns, Van Hoerns, Van Homes, etc., 
all called together by the supposition that 
an estate worth from ten to twenty mil- 
lions of dollars, not located in England 
or other foreign countries, but in the 
neighboring state of New Jersey be- 
longed to them. The Van Horns are 
numerous in Bucks county. It is from 
this county that the association, which 
will attempt to secure their claims, 
gains its strength. 
Various meetings 


have been held at different places in this 
county since the Van Horn association 
was organized, some two years ago. 


The object of the meeting at Philadel- 


phia, last Thursday, was to hear the re- 
port of the secretary, H. B. Sinks, the 
most important part of which was to the 
effect that the preliminary work of the 
accociation is now all complete and af- 
fairs in first-class order to proceed with 
ligitation. Owing to the comparatively, 
small number of members present it was 
decided to adjourn the meeting to some 
time next month. 


The Van Horn association has, through 


its secretary, Mr. Sinks, and others, been 
working incessantly in tracing the vari- 
ous descendents of Barnet Christian Van 
Horn, whose possessions at what is now 
Bergen City, N. J., are the objective 
point of the association's efforts. 


Barnet Christian Van Hoorn, as the 


name was at that time spelled, was born 
in 1688, and died in 1726. He owned 
large tracts of laud on the present site of 
Bergen City, some of the property ex- 
tending from New York bay to Newark 


bay. 
Barnet Christian had nine sous, of 


whom Richard, the eldest, and Jacob, the 
youngest, remained at Bergen , the other 
seven, Peter, Abram, Barnet, Isaac, 
Christian, Nicholas and John emigrated 
to Bucks county about 1720. 


"It lias always been known in the fam- 


ily that there were valuable possessions, 
that could be obtained for the trouble of 
trying," said Mr, Sinks, "but the effort 
was never before made. At first there 
were family fueds. caused by various 
'ranches leaving the Dutch Church and 
oining other denominations, and after- 
yard other causes operated against united 
ction, chief among them being the old 
xiom that what is everybody's business 
s nobody's business. Then the prelimi- 
iary work to be done before our case 
ould be got into shape was enormous. 
Cvery one of old Barnet Christian's sons 
jarried, and we had to trace each branch 
f the family down from that to the pres- 
nt time.

nd Territories, in each of which we have 
correspondent. That part of the work 
s about completed."

HOT GENEBALLY KNOWN 


Keys were originally made of wood, 


and the earliest form was a simple crook 
similar to tlie common picklock. The 
ancient keys :ire mostly of bron/e, and of 
remarkable shape, the shaft terminating 
on one side bv the wards, on the other by 
a ring. Ke\s of this description were 
presented by husbands to wives, and were 
returned again upon divorce or separation. 


Hats were first made by a Swiss at 


Paris, A. D. 1404. They arc mentioned 
in history at the period when Charles VII 
made his triumphal entry into Rouen, in 
1449. 
He wore a hat lined with red vel- 


vet, and surmounted with a rich plume of 
feathers. It is from this reign that hats 
and caps, are dated, which henceforth be- 
gan tn take place of the chaperons and 
hoods that had been worn before in France. 
Previous to the year 1510 the men and 
women of England wore close-knit wool- 
len cans. 


The custom of crowning the poets 


originated among tho Greeks, and was 
adopted by the Romans during the Em- 
pire. It was revived in the twelfth cen- 
tury by the emperor of Germany, who 
invented the title of poet-laureate. The 
French had royal poets, but no laureates. 
Tbe title existed in Spain, but little is 
known of those who bore it. 
The tradi- 


tion concerning the laureate in England 
is that of Edurard III, in 1267, emulating 
the crowning of Petrarch, at Rome, in 
1841, granted the office to Chaucer, with 
a yearly pension. 
In 1G30 the laureate 


was made n patent office. 
From that 


time there lus been a regular succession 
of laureates. 


Until the t lose of tbe eighteenth cen- 


tury the finest muslins in use were im- 
ported from India. The earliest mention 
of cotton among the classic nations of 
antiquity is b\ Herodotus, who speaks of it 
by the name of tree-wool, which name it 
still bears in Germany and several other 
continental languages.

any man can make a lunatic if he pursue 
the direct method. 
There are hundreds 


and perhaps thousands in this city driving 
themselves to madness. Gambling, spec- 
ulation, and hard drinking will under- 
mine the strongest intellects. A young 
man of my acquaintance has lately been sent 
to Bloomingdale Asylum, who was a few 
years so promising as to obtain an im- 
portant appointment. He abused his po- 
sition, wasted a large salary, became sud- 
denly a gambler, and a rake as well as a 
defaulter. Such a course of vice destroyed 
his reason, and he is one of the incurables. 


The same idea is advanced by Hogarth, 


who finished the "Rake's Progress" by 
the scene in the triad house. During the 
last five years large numbers have been 
carried to the asylum, the love of pleas- 
ure and the luste to get ricli have done a 
fearful work. 
After the intellect has 


been over-diiven it must sink, and per- 
haps remain in hopeless prostration. 
It 


may be added that the increase of insanity 
since the opening of the present year is 
of unparalleled degree. More than 500 
cases have been reported during this 
brief interval, and hence it is not surpris- 
ing that the asylums are more than full. 
The attention of the public has been 
called to this subject by the press, and 
additional room must be provided. We 
must either abate that furious intemper- 
ance which is driving so many to mad- 
ness or we must double our asylums all 
through the State.
